And indeed this ſweer Singer of 1fael never prayed 
more parherically, then when his heart was broke 
moſt penirentially : as Birds in Spring ſing melodi- 
ouſly when ir rains {adly ; or as ene faces which are 
moſt oriently beautiful , when moſt waſh'd with 
rears. 

The- occaſion of this Pſalm was David's fan and Ny- 
than's Miniſtry, 2Sam.11, & 12 Ch. The effet whereof 
was not an itching ear, but an aking heart : for whileſt 
he rells him a Parable, David ſuſpects nor that it con- 
cerns him; bur when Nathan no longer brandiſhes 
the ſword in the air, but by a cloſe application falls in 
with him, Tho art the man, David feels the wound, 
- and neevaneſcat, & ſeviat dolor, leſt the ſenſe might va- 
niſh, and his wound feſter, hecries out for help, Have 
mercy upon me, 0 God, according to thy loving kindneſs ; ac- 
cording to the multitude of thy tender mercies, blot out my 
tranſgreſFions : as in the firlt yerſe.

when he ſees them returning (though afarre off) 
to meer them, careſs them, call for the Ring -and 
the Robe, to (er fome mark of favour 'upon them 
more then ordinary, that may give aſfurance to 
them and to the World, that his Promiſes made 
and performed were not the effefts of Neceſliry, 
bur £ fruits of a gracious. Princely minde, in- 
violably reſolved to our-doe all his Promiſes and 
gements. 

And I hope, ſaith that grave and religioas Pre- 
late, the now Lord Bithop of 'Winchefter , D* 
Mor. in the Epiſtle to his Coronation-Sermon , 
That your Majeſty herein will find a happy ſucceſs, 
in doing not onely as your Grand-father Henry the 
fourth of France did, but as God himſelf doeth, 
As Henry the fourth of France did , who pardoned 
thoſe Rebellious Subje&s that came in to. him, 
(how much ſoever they had before offended ;) and 
to ſecure them from their fears, and oblige them 
to his ſervice, he honoured fome -of them with 
Tizles of quality and Places of Truſt; and 1 
hnde not (ſaith that excellent Biſhop) that any of 
them ever gave him cauſe to repent. 
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But in doing as God himſelf doeth,who receives 
the Prodigal, yea and makes as much of him ag if }_ 
he had never offended, (though the elder Brother 
_— at" it;) methinks this ſhould beſpeak thoſe 
who would be called the ſons of theſe ſpiritual Fa- 
thers, to walk in their ſteps, to goe and doe like- 
wile. 

Laſtly, God owns and honours the broken con- 
trite Spirit ; for this is the eſpecial grace he promi- 
{es to his Church, by which all other bleſſings are 
qualified and ſanRtified, and without which they 
are nothing worth. Ezek. 36. 21. God opens the 
treaſures of his mercy ; at the 24. verſe he promi- 
ſeth to take his People from amongſt the Heathen, 
gather them out of all Countries, bring them to 
their own Land , &c. And yer as if all 'this were 
nothing, unleſs a broken and contrite Spirit were 
vouchfafed them, God promileth at the 26. verſe, 
I will take away the beart of ſtone, and I will give a 
heart of fleſh: firſt, as an Antidote againſt fin; ſe- 
condly, as a ſpiritual Potion to kill the worms. of 
remptation , which might lead them into Evil ; 
and thirdly, as a preſervative from Lamentation, 
Mourning, and future Woe. And to ſpeak to our 
own Ro: Though God hath brought us our 
of the dangers of tumultuous clamonrs and ſchil- 
martical terrors, given us our Religion and Laws, 
our Properties and Immunities, and, which is the 
ſumme 


FP A broken and contrite Heart. is 
T fumme of all, our King and Church; bo though 
we have had many fair mornings after a black 
day, though our Candle gives a clear light, and 
we ſleep in the arms of Peace; yet if God break 
us not for our Sins, and from them, if he give 
not a broken, contrite Spirir, a worm may yet 
breed out of our Corruption, and conſume our 

Gourd. 

But why will not God deſpiſe, but fo accept 
and honour a broken, contrire Spirit? that is the
